FOR ECONOMIC STABILITY, 
1613 35th St., N.W., Washington, D.C. The 
corporation was organized five years ago for 
the specific purpose of DRAWING UP A 
BALANCE SHEET OF THE FINANCIAL 
CONDITION OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA, WHICH HAS NEVER BEEN 
DONE BY THE GOVERNMENT TO THIS 
DATE. It has taken-the men of the corpora- 
tion five years to do this: the immense task 
of gathering together the values of all re- 
sources; the indebtedness of federal, state, 
and local governments as well as private ir- 
debtedness; the annual income of the levels 
of government and the expenses of the vari- 
ous units down through the years. Then the 
final comparisons, compiling percentage 
figures, and making the analyses were a tre- 
mendous project and time-consuming. But 
they have now compiled all this vital infer- 
mation into a book. Here are a few of the 
astounding facts disclosed during the inter- 
view with Mr. Wilkin: 


The total debt, private and government, is 
$1 trillion, $461 million, or 1% times the 
value of the property of the United States 
against which it is levied. It means an aver- 
age of $1900 per each family and $500 for in- 
terest annually for each U.S. family. 

81% of all countries on the globe are 
either bankrupt or near bankruptcy. 


Our Government has only $3 billion dol- 
lars left in gold with which to meet $36 bil- 
lion in dollars held for redemption by foreign 
countries. We are not able even to pay 10% 
on the dollar. 


Under the 1946 Employment Law, the 
President of the United States is to make an 
annual report to Congress of the economic 
condition of the United States. He makes 
this report, but it is misleading. (In a recent 
Life Line broadcast, it was brought out that 
in compiling figures for our so-called “boom- 
ing prosperity,” sales to the U.S. government, 
the largest purchaser of commodities, are 
included, which is erroneous. Also sales and 
loans to foreign countries, when made, should 
be called grants, for they will never be 
repaid).

FATE OF NATION 
DECIDED BY ONE MAN

Where is America heading? Are we to 
have a government by edict? Our freedom is 
in danger of being lost. The evidence is on 
every hand. For freedom has no meaning un- 
less it includes liberty of choice — a real, 
worthwhile selection made by the individual 
according to his own judgment. 

It is never sufficient to say we are free 
not to choose something or someone. We 
must always have the privilege to choose 
among many different persons or products 
competing for our selection, When our range 
of choice is controlled and dictated by some 
central authority — however well-intention- 
ed it may claim to be — the whole concept 
of freedom is in grave danger and cannot 
long survive. This is clearly noted in the ob- 
vious case of a general election for national 
office. If only one candidate ran for Presi- 
dent of the United States, and we had the 
choice of voting merely yes or no, republican- 
ism would become a sham; but the principle 
and the importance of freedom of choice 
cover a much broader area than elections to 
pclitical office, 

Every year Americans have witnessed, 
with increasing alarm, the tendency on the 
part of their own duly-elected representatives 
to relinquish those responsibilities which the 
people entrusted to them. In this manner, 
and in other ways, they have seen freedom of 
choice drastically narrowed, 

Freedom requires a limited government, 
because all government is dangerous to 
liberty. Our Constitution set up such a gov- 
ernment, limited by checks and balances. 

Yet, today we are witnessing a decided 
change in that government. This fact is em- 
phasized very forcibly in a study of Execu- 






¢ can form of government is fast changing. If 
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land merely by being published in the Fed- 
eral Register, This gives the President of the 
United States unlimited power in making 
laws. Executive Orders issued by the Presi- 
dent do not require the knowledge or consent 
of Congress; however, former Presidents 
used this power only in emergencies, such as 
war. 

I will cite a number of these orders which 
are still on the books, 

No. 10995 — Government takeover of 
communication media. 

No. 10997 — Government takeover of all 
electrical power, petroleum and gas, fuel and 
minerals. 

No. 10998 — Government takeover of 
food resources and farms (including all 
equipment for farming). 

No. 10999 — Government takeover of all 
modes of transportation and control of high- 
ways, seaports, et cetera. 

No. 11000 — Mobilization of all civilians 
into work force under government super- 
vision. 

No. 11001 — Government takeover of all 
health education and welfare functions. 

No. 11002 — Designates postmaster to op- 
erate a national registration of all persons. 

No. 11003 — Government takeover of all 
airports and aircraft, 

No. 11004 — Housing and finance au- 
thority to relocate communities — build new 
housing with public funds — designate land 
areas to be abandoned as unsafe and estab- 
lish new locations for populations, 

No. 11005 — Government to take over 
railroads, inland waterways and public stor- 
age facilities. 

No. 11051 — Designates responsibilities of

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A FOLLY AND A SHAME

' ‘A great number of our people take the 
Bide of racial integration without investigat- 
ing the matter. The Bible says, “He that 
answereth a matter before he heareth it, it is 
a folly and a shame unto him.” Episcopal 
Bishop James Pike has recently urged that 
the British government and the United Na- 
tions use force to destroy the white Rho- 
desian government. Bishop Pike is, of course, 
an advocate of racial equality. Like a great 
many other “Christians,” he has fallen into 
the error of supporting popular social teach- 
ing (traditions of men) instead of God's 
Word. 
MOUNTING TENSION 

This message might be entitled “Eight 
Riots Later.” By 1963 racial strife in the 
United States had already grown to danger- 
ous proportions, Then came 1964 with major 
Negro riots in seven of our large eastern 
cities. 1965 has been a year of continuous 
and mounting tension capped by the Watts 
area riot in Los Angeles. Of this riot, in 
which 10,000 Negroes went “Mau Mau” for 
six days, the Governor’s fact-finding com- 
mission says, “The rioters had no legal or 
moral justification.” 

TWO FAMILIES 

I remember two families living in the same 
city. By today’s standards, both families 
were very poor and needy. In one case, the 
father worked at any job he could find to 
support his wife and children. Not only did 
he work, but he studied and sought to be- 
come a more useful citizen, He selected a 
trade and made every effort to perfect his 
skills in that trade. But he was not afraid 
to work at other jobs when employment at 
his trade was unavailable. In time the hon- 
esty and industry of this man paid off. He 
was no longer a needy person hardly able to 
support his family. Instead he became well 
established in his community, respected and 
accepted by all. Naturally his family, who 
loved and honored him, benefited greatly. 
No one can remember this man ever demand- 
ing anything for himself—but instead he was 
usually giving freely of his time and energy 
in whatever job he found to do—no matter 
how lowly it appeared. There are several 
passages in the book of Proverbs which aptly 
describe him “ ... the hand of the diligent 
maketh rich .. . ” (Prov. 10:4) and “The 
hand of the diligent shall bear rule... ” 
(Prov. 12:24 and “seest thou a man diligent 
in his business? he shall stand before Kings 
...” (Prov. 22:29) One is reminded of the 
Apostle Paul’s admonition, “And whatsoever 
you do, do it heartily, as to the Lord, and 
not unto men.” (Col. 3:23). 

SPECIAL PRIVILEGE DEMANDED 

I mentioned two families. I have told you 
ef only one. Now the father of the second 
family was considerably different. He would 
work but always grudgingly and on his own 
terms. He did a great deal of “demanding 
of his rights.” For a while people would listen 
and he even convinced some that the un- 
yainted house, tke yard full of weeds and his 
Hii-clothed family all resulted from mistreat- 
ment by his neighbors. The sorry condition 
of his family and his readiness to cry his 
troubles aloud was responsible for a great 
many favors and help which came his way. 
One would have thought he would have 
thankfully pitched in to do his part. But such 
was not his nature. He is still a ne’er-do-well 


he roomed passages in the book 
Proverbs that very aptly describe this 
- lazy man. Here they are: “He 


He . : “He becometh poor _ 
dealeth with a slack hand.” (Prov. 
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of 1776 and the century following, was com- 
posed primarily of one racial family. This 
is the family which came to this. wilderness 
much more poor and needy than any Negro 
family today. They faced a wilderness filled 
with savages. They worked. They fought. 
They died. In many places, many times they 
knew utter defeat. Though it has been said 
before, it none the less is true—they carved 
an empire out of a wild and savage land. 
They built a home in the wilderness. With 
God’s help, they spanned a continent, raised 
the flag of freedom, They raised a standard, 
an ensign, under which men of spirit and 
vision could unite. They began a new order 
of the ages—as it says upon the Great Seal 
of the United States—NOVUS ORDO SEC- 
LORUM. 
THE HIDDEN FACTOR 


Now let’s look at the family which today 
is making such grandiose demands of equal- 
ity. It is generally believed that civilization 
had its beginnings in the lands known as the 
Fertile Crescent and spread from there, as 
fire spreads, to other areas of the earth. Dif- 
ferent races caught up the spark, so to speak, 
according to the quality of tinder they them- 
selves represented. The Chinese developed 
in one way, Europe in another, etc. BUT 
THE NEGRO RACE NEVER CAUGHT 
FIRE, although they have had repeated ex- 
posure to the flame of civilization in Africa, 
in Europe and in the Western hemisphere. 
In every case, the story has always been the 
same. The moment the support of other 
naces is withdrawn, they retrogress, as in 
Haiti. - . 

This is the family which is today vocifer- 
ously demanding the rights which it will 
never be able to maintain by itself. Here 
are some examples. According to the U.S. 
News and World Report (12-20-65) it was 
the complete lack of the ability of the Blacks 
to govern themselves that led to the savage 
Congo rebellion in which hundreds of whites 
were slaughtered last year. 


MORE TO COME? 


Is it any wonder, then, that the governor’s 
report on the Watts Negro riot begins by 
pointing out the grave possibilities of more 
destructive Black riots to come? 


The Black man has been unable to estab- 
lish any degree of stability in Africa. Tur- 
moil is seething throughout all Black Africa. 
At this writing, it is the skeleton forces of 
whites which alone maintain the economy 
and any degree of order. 

Personally, I am wholly in accord with the 
findings of the Governor’s report on the 
Watts riot. Concluded the report: “No 
amount of money .. . will raise the disad- 
vantaged Negro to the position he seaks 
and should have ... unless he himself should- 
ers a full share of the responsibility for his 
own well being!” 

WELFARE CHECKS VERSUS WORK 

An amplification of this conclusion is found 
in the body of the report which says that, 
although the investigators were assured that 
multitudes of Negroes who take advantage of 
California’s generous welfare programs 
would really rather have work than welfare 
. .. the conclusion drawn by the investigators 
however is just the opposite — that many 
jobs are unfilled because the rioters would 
rather have welfare than work. 

It is surely true, as already stated, that 
the Negro has been repeatedly exposed to 
the flame of civilization for all the years of 
recorded history—first in Africa and Asia, 
then in Europe and finally in the Western 

The logical question cannot be

(Proy. 18:13). 
THE REAL DISCRIMINATION 

For instance, many Negroes discriminate 
against Negroes every day. There are Ne- 
groes who run barbershops but their broth- 
ers demand to have their hair cut by white 
barbers! There are Negro attorneys yet, in 
most cases, Negroes prefer to be defended by 


white lawyers. There are-Negro hotels but. 


Negroes demand rooms in white hotels! There 
are Negro grocers, but they complain that 


Negroes pass them up to buy their food at . 


the white grocers! There are Negro doctors 
but most Negroes demand white doctors. 


There are Negro restaurants but Negroes — 


demand service in white restaurants. There _ 


are Negro theatres — why do most of the 
Negroes in these areas demand entrance to 
white theatres? Just who is most guilty of 
discrimination in these matters? There are 
Negro churches—but Negroes demand white 
religion. Certainly the Negro appears to dis- 
criminate against himself! 

If the Negro civil righters really want to 

help their race, as they claim, why don’t they 
urge Negro students to excel in their own in- 
stitutions instead of spending their time fore- 
ing their way into white institutions? If 
these Negro “leaders” are really leading their 
people upward, why do the standards of 
achievement continue to drop in all the white 
schools where integration of black and white 
has been forced? If the black leaders really 
love the black people, why don’t they go to 
Africa where quality black leadership is des- 
perately needed?

_ Farmers today are receiving 12% less 
than they did in 1946-50. They are not get- 
ting the increase which the consumer is hav- 
ing to pay. That increase goes to the dis- 
tributors who package the food. The amount 
being spent for food in ratio to income has 
dropped from 26% to 18% in the last 14 
years. The farmer has lost 1% per year (go- 
ing in the red) since 1950, while wages and 
interest have increased 176%. In the last 14 
years, Missouri alone has lost $2 billion, $254 
million because of underpayment of agricul- 
ture which has put farmers out of business 
boy lowering their purchasing power, has de- 
stroyed many businesses dealing directly 
with farmers, and has shut down factories 
because of little or no market for their pro- 
ducts. Fewer and fewer people are bearing 
the burden of the economy. 


No business or country can endure operat- 
ing on the false formula that “Indebtedness 
creates prosperity.” 
In 1965, General Motors earned a net 
profit of $2,113,000,000, the largest corpora- 
tion in the United States. 
In 1948 our economy was in balance, but 
it has been getting deeper and deeper in the 
red ever since. Individual states must gen- 
erate enough income to support their econo- 
my, which they are not doing. The increase 
in national income has not been keeping pace 
with the increase in population and indebted- 
ness. DEFICIT FINANCING CANNOT GO 
ON WITHOUT A DAY OF RECKONING. 
(Many deficit figures were given — far 
greater than has been revealed to the public 
by the government.) 
Corporate indebtedness increased $313 
billion in 1965 over 1950. American people 
have been brainwashed, especially the farm- 
er. 
The so-called prosperity of the nation is 
false. The nation is running on borrowed 
money: from individuals, from banks and 
from foreign countries. (Pres. Johnson ad- 
mitted the Social Security fund was several 
million in the red.) In 1946 the average cor- 
porate dividend was 52%. In 1955 it was 3%. 
'As high as the national debt is, it is the 
private debt that is killing the country. THE 
SITUATION RIGHT NOW IS SIX TIMES 
WORSE THAN IN 1929, at the beginning of 
that 10-year depression. Why didn’t USA 
set up a balance sheet then to see what hap- 
pened to cause the depression? Even states 
have never set up balance sheets, 
In a depression everybody loses. Even the 
owners of property which is clear, lose, for 
property values go down, and they are often 
forced to sell. This is when the bankers and 
_the rich foreclose and make a killing by buy- 
ing fine property at bargain prices. 
During the bad droughts in the 1930’s, the 
farmers had to destroy their stock for they 
kad no grass and feed, All prosperity begins 
with the farmers, The remedy would be to 
restore 90% of parity on farm products, to 
restore farm prices to balance with present 
wages and interest costs. The wheat support 
price should be $2.80 instead of $1.25. (Con- 
gress has vetoed this.) It used to be $2.10 a 
bushel, By protecting the farmer and his in- 
come, the increased prosperity would be re- 
_ flected ali up the line. It did not increase 

the consumer prices in the past, and it need 
_not in the future if certain bureaucracies and

office of emergency planning; gives authori- 
zation to put all other Executive Orders into 
effect in times of increased international ten- 
sion, economic or financial crisis. 

Number 11051, is most dangerous, for it 
calls for the implementation of the other Ex- 
ecutive Orders — should there be an eco- 
nomic crisis or depression within the United 
States. Added to this is the ambiguity of the 
Executive Order itself, It is so worded that 
it may be used to put the other orders into 
effect any time a president desires. 

This is not the form of government our 
founding fathers envisioned for the Ameri- 
can people to live under; nor is it the form 
of government sincerely desired by today’s 
Americans. Rather, we are seeing evolve a 
government which is depriving all citizens of 
freedom of choice and this is happening due 
to apathy and lethargy of the average citizen 
and to the abrogation of authority by his rep- 
resentatives. 

Where is America heading? Certainly 
away from our free enterprise system, which 
has made us so prosperous and strong. Most 
definitely away from a form of government 
where the legislative, executive and judicial 
branches have distinct duties — separate 
from the other — with checks and balarices 
so essential for a true republican form of 
government, 

The principle of checks and balances is 
quite easy to grasp, but not so easy to exe- 
cute. Instead of being centralized and con- 
centrated under a single head, government 
must be broken up into separate branches. 
No branch can get supreme power because 
the other branches will stand in its way. 
Therefore, Congress may pass a bill, but in 
order to make it law the President must sign 
it; and if challenged, the U.S. Supreme Court 
must affirm the bill’s constitutionality, Con- 
gress has no power to force the President to 
affix his signature to any bill it passes. Con- 
versely, the President has. no power to com- 
pel Congress to pass any bill he is in favor of. 
Neither the President nor the Upper and 
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Lower Houses of Congress has the power to 
force the Supreme Court to declare any act 
constitutional which is not. Thus, according 
to our Federal Constitution, each of these 
branches ef our government — Legislative, 
Executive, and Judicial — is independent of 
the others and. capable of blocking the 
other’s action. 

Our forefathers believed that only this ar- 
rangement could frustrate the age-old appe- 
tite for power through force which is free- 
dom’s last enemy. All history before their 
time and since has proved them absolutely 
correct. 

Where are we headed? We can either help 
to reverse the Europeanization of this grand 
and glorious country, or we can sit idly by 
and observe it transpire. Which will Ameri- 
cans choose? The American spirit of freedom 
and opportunity, or the deadening struggle 
for “security” and surrender to an all-power- 
ful paternalistic government? For the unde- 
cided, a word of caution. It is later than you 
think. 

These Executive Orders are duly recorded 
in the Federal Register and have been adopt- 
ed or approved by Congress. This can mean 
only_one thing: The Congress no longer 
stands in defense of the people it represents, 
but has become subservient to the President. 
It has surrendered its powers to the Execu- 
tive. Under these edicts, the complete take- 
over of the United States of America FROM 
WITHIN can take place at any time the 
President declares an “EMERGENCY”, 

Emergencies have been created before, and 
can be again, The only thing that stands be- 
tween the freedom we once knew and com- 
plete “Socialist Slavery” is the will of the 
President of the United States. 

The freedom-loving American has made 
his choice. It was well expressed many years 
ago when Patrick Henry declared, “I know 
not what course others may choose, but give 
me iiberty or give me death.” In the final 
analysis, it is just that — liberty or death. 
Because when we surrender our freedom in 
the deadening search for security we have 
chosen a living death. 

Patriotic Americans should flood Congress 
with protests calling for the withdrawal of 
these Executive Orders, before it is too late.

best place in the world for Negroes. 
Mississippi has 7,200 Negro school teach- 
prs, while Connecticut has 17. 
| There are more Negro home owners in At- 
lanta, Georgia, than in the entire state of 
New York. 
There are more Negroes who own and op- 
prate businesses in Mississippi than in Michi- 
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gan. 
In the South, the Negro has made more 
than any other race in history. 

| He would be making even more progress 
now, had not the civil rights agitators turned 
ithe love and respect many people used to feel 
towards my beloved Negro race into hate and 
contempt, 

As a Negro, I resent it when people say 
that my race needs special advantages and 
treatment. 

To solve all its problems, the South needs 
only time and freedom from the ignorant 
meddling of outsiders. 

“UNCLE TOM” 

If a white man said these things, people 
would accuse him of bigotry. 

Because I’m a Negro, they call me an 
“Uncle Tom.” 

This label is supposed to mean that a Ne- 
gro is a cowardly, slavish traitor to his race. 
But people who talk this way have obvi- 
ously never read “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” or 
they would know that Uncle Tom is a man of 

courage and strength. 

In obeying the laws which made him a 
slave, and loving the master who mistreated 
him, Uncle Tom was only following the Bible, 
which teaches that one man or one race 
should never hate another, and that no man 
has a right to defy the law. 

Today, an “Uncle Tom” seems to be any 
Negro who does not want to go as far and as 
fast in winning integration as the racial agi- 
fators do, 

KING LOVES MONEY 

‘As a Negro who does not want integration 
at all, I’m glad to be called an Uncle Tom! 

No one who loves his people wants integra- 
tion, since this means his race will disappear 
through interbreeding. 

Nor does integration help a race to get 
ahead. 

Even if I wanted integration, I would not 
try to force it on others as Martin Luther 
King and his followers are trying to do. 

Not even God forces His will on those who 
resist. 

In his attempts to force the white man to 
accept the Negro, King has been able to mis- 
lead many sincere but unstable people of 
both races. 

Ministers, priests and rabbis have left 
their pulpits to create chaos on the streets 
and endanger their own lives. 

In a few short years this man has brought 
the United States to the brink of race war 
and destruction. 

Yet he has been awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize, and is given more publicity than any 
other person in the world, including the 
President of the United States, the Queen of 
England, and the Pope.

“Reconstruction” following the war be- 
tween the States was the most sinister po- 
litical policy ever recorded on the pages of 
American history — after the Southern 
states had adopted constitutions which 
abolished slavery and accepted the Thir- 
teenth Amendment, 

A few extreme radicals in Congress want- 
ed to drive the Whites from the South and 
turn it over to the Negro masses, but Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln was vigorously op- 
posed to the plot. He favored a sensible mild 
reconstruction, not a federal-bayonet and hi- 
jacking system. 

President Lincoln was shot, not by any 
Southerner, but by a radical theater-stage 
actor, John W. Booth, This act of criminal 
violence upon Mr. Lincoln did untold injury 
to the South and removed from power a man 
who alone was influential enough to prevent 
a radical committee in Congress from punish- 
ing the South. Then the small group of radi- 
cals in government were tremendously elated, 
exclaiming: “Now, by the gods, we shall rule 
the government!” 

A cruel and savage system was waged 
against Southern U.S.A. and perpetrated by 
a small and the most evil group of white men 
ever to occupy the seats of power in Wash- 
ington, D.C. up to that time. , 

Under the blackjack procedures of th 
Stevens Committee, a sectional Congress was 
pressured into enacting the first criminal 
racist law in America, a law called “Civil 
Rights” under which all Southern white peo- 
ple were disenfranchised. White Catholic 
and Protestant alike were denied the right to 
vote in all political local, state, and national 
elections. They were stripped of any and all 
authority. All voting rights and political 
power in the South were shifted to the Ne- 
groes, many scarcely one generation re- 
moved from the African jungle, all power ex- 
cept that which was reserved to the Northern 
white carpetbaggers, Southern white minori- 
ty scalawags, (traitors), and federal military 
directors. 

From then on out, unless something dras- 
tic was done, the Southern whites must en- 
dure indefinitely the existing economic 
strangulation, the political overlords’ exorbi- 
tant and paralyzing taxations and squander- 
ing of the people’s money through county and 
state offices. In full swing it was political 
abuse: the BLEEDING OF A STARVING
